Walls and church towers as one approaches 
it over the level fields, and the shade of its 
banyan avenues closes in agreeably as the 
steady gray mist thickens and becomes al- 
most rain. The finest banyan tree in Macao 
is a venerable, widespreading, many 


branched veteran that shades the inner 


cloister of the college of St. Joseph—the 
Seminario de San José. 

When one goes to that ancient seat of 
learning and asks to be let look upon the 
largest banyan tree in south China, the 
brothers look dazed and bothered and they

Springfield, III., May 20.—[{Special.]—The 
second campaign for the republican nomina- 
tion for governor is now on. 

The aspirants, who spent months and 
money in the work of securing delegations 
to Springfield have it all, or nearly all, to do 
over again. 

The second campaign must of necessity be 
a brisk one, as it will last only ten days. In 
that interval the seven men who have been 
battling through fifty-eight ballots expect 
to win away from each other enough dele- 
gates to turn the tide and secure the nom- 
ination. 

No Tricks Will Be Tried. 

Every: legitimate method known to poli- 
tics will be applied to sway the delegates 
away from their places in the various lines. 
No tricks will be attempted, ds the temper 
of the delegates has been tried by the long 
deadlock and the first sign of treachery 
would spell disaster to the politician attempt- 
ing it. : 

The candidates themselves do not know

the first move by instructing his flying squad- 
ron to get busy and gather in all the unin- 
structed delegates they can find. 


Hope Deadlock Will Break. 

The hope for a settlement of the deadlock 
when the convention reassembles is based on 
two things. One is that if the delegates who 
were here until the end, go home and mingle 
with their constituents, they will be told that 
it is time this dispute was settled, and per- 


tions. 

The other is that when the convention gets 
together again it will be to all intents a new 
body from the one which adjourned today. 
Over one-half of the delegates had already 
_gone home and their places were filled with 
‘alternates, or any friends who were willing to 

stay here. A reconvening of the body will 
start off with fresh ideas. 


All Cemdidates Hopeful. 

All the candidates, however, have the no- 
tion that as far as their friends are concerned 
they will repeat the present vote. Each one 
is hopeful that the first ballot on May 31 
will show just as many votes for him as the 
last roll call this morning. 

The only aspirant for the nomination who 
showed any willingness to compromise today 
was Mr. Sherman. He announced thatif at 
any time during the balloting any of the other 
candidates could show 700 votes he would be 
willing to throw his fifty friends and thus 
force a nomination. This agreement even in- 
cludes Gov. Yates, whom Sherman has fought 
harder than anybody. The position he takes 
is that it is time this thing was ended, and 
the only way it can be ended is to nominate 
somebody. | | 

Yates Will Send Out His Workers. 
The argument made to Gov. Yates over 
night whereby he agreed to the adjournment 
was that he had an advantage from it. His 
flying squadron was called together this aft- 
ernoon in the armory and sent out under 
sealed orders to every county in the state 
where there is a possibility of a vote being 
changed. His soldiers have nothing else to 
do. What state patronage there is left will 
be used to influence the result. 

No other candidate has any such advan- 
tage. Col. Lowden has some hope from what 
the Washington people may be able to 
do for him. The United States officeholders 
are now out openly for him. They were do- 
ing all they could before the convention met, 
but it was more or less under cover. The 
contest of the convention, however, brought 
them into the open, and now there is no dis- 
guise about the matter. . 


Deneen Counting on Cook. 


Mr. Deneen naturally expects ta increase 


his vote from Cook county. A number of 
delegates from Chicago who have been vot- 
ing for Lowden right along have become 
tired and are’seriously considering whether 
it is not their duty to change and go to the 
candidate whom Chicago so emphatically 
declared for at the primaries. That will be 
decided during the next ten days. 

Attorney General Hamlin thinks he ought 
to have Congressman Warner’s vote after 
the recess. This might mean an addition of 
the Yates votes from McLean county. They 
are friendly to Hamlin, although voting for 
the governor. On the other hand, Mr. War- 
ner today says he sees no reason why he 
should get out of the way. He still hopes 
the organization may unite on him. 


One Ballot and Adjournment. 

The state convention took one ballot 
this morning and then adjourned until Tues- 
day, May 31, at 2 o’clock p. m. The ad- 
journment was reached by an agreement 
between all the candidates. The question 
now is whether, when the body gets togeth- 
er, it will start exactly whereitleftoff. The 
adjournment was agreed to on the idea that 
it would not. 

During the nine days’ sessions fifty-eight 
ballots were had, and the last one did not 
differ materially from the first. It was such 
an evident case of deadlock that everybody, 
even the candidates, was willing to quit. 
Every one was simply tired out. 


Work for Adjournment Agreement. | 

All day yesterday attempts had been made 
to secure some sort of an adjournment agree- 
ment. It was recognized that nothing could 
be done in the way of agreeing on a nom- 
ination. Gov. Yates stoodintheway. He 
wanted to fight the matter out, and Col. 
Lowden largely agreed with him. Mr. Deneen 
was indifferent.

Advance Guard of Japanese Army 
Pursued for Fifteen Miles 
After Hard Fighting.

LONDON, May 21, 3 a. m.—Russian official 
reports indicate that the Japanese army ad- 
vancing northward toward Mukden, ina lina 
east of Liaoyang, has been defeated and 
driven back to Fengwangcheng. 

The Russian reports, however, are not ge- 
cepted here at their face value. So far as 
can be judged from the news thus far re- 
ceived the action of May 18 was little more 
than a skirmish. 

It is not known how many Japanese troops 
were engaged. Gen. Kouropatkin makes no 
reference to the number. He reports that his 
Cossacks attacked the advance guard ot the 
Japanese army on May 18 twenty-eight 
miles north of Fengwangchéeng. The Jap- 
anese troops retired before the Cossack on- 
slaught, retreating fifteen miles. ee 

The fighting lasted from morning until 2:38 
o’clock in the afternoon. The Japanese 
fought stubbornly and were dislodged from 
four separate positions. They retreated te 
a point thirteen miles north of Fengwang- 
cheng and there the Cossack pursuit ended, 
The Russian losses were insignificant.

Robert T. Wall Shot by Dr. J. G. Todd at 
Richards, Mo., as Result of Bitter 
Feeling Over Line Fence.

DID FUNSTON SWIM? 


Kansas Text Book Commissioners 
Discredit the River Exploit. 


IS EXPUNGED FROM HISTORY. 


One Official Says Glory Belongs to 
a Couple of Privates. 


Topeka, Kas., May 20.—[Special.]—Pupils 
of the Kansas high schools will no longer be 
taught that it was for swimming the Bag 
Bag river in the Philippines and in the face of 
a hot fire from the enemy that Gen. Fred- 
erick Funston was promoted from colonel! of 
volunteers to be a brigadier general in the 
regular army. 

The statement in Kansas histories that the 
little general swam this river and thereby 
earned his promotion has gone unquestioned 
until today. when a subcommittee of the 
state text book commission ordered the ac- 
count of the incident expunged from the his- 
tory, which has been readopted for use in 
the high schools for five years. 


Revision of History Ordered. 


The history was readopted at the recent 
session of the commission, but its revision 
was ordered, the revision to be approved by 
Commissioners Carney, Kendrick, and Mc- 
Cray, who are members of the subcom- 
mittee. 

These commissioners today served notice 
on Mrs. Noble L. Prentis, who is revising 
the history, which her late husband wrote, 
that she must expunge that section of the 
work which sets forth the statement that 
the colonel of the Twentieth Kansas regi- 
ment swam the Bag Bag river. 


Was Officially Recognized. 


When Gen. Funston was promoted to the 
place he now holds his commission declared 
in explicit terms that his promotion was 
earned by his action in swimming the Bag 
Bag in the face of a severe fire from the en- 
emy.

RUSSIANS CALL IT A VICTORY. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
ST. PETERSBURG, May 20.—The general 
staff attaches great importance to the Rus- 
am success against the western wing of the 
Japanese advance, believing they have out- 
flanked a movement that was destined to 
circumvent Gen. Ko@ropatkin. The news- 
papers treat the engagement as a great vic- 
tory. They say the Russians made ‘four 

bayonet charges against the Japanese. 

Gen. Kouropatkin’s official report of the 
Cossack attack on the Japanese right wing 
is as follows: 

“A detachment of Cossacks engaged a 
detachment of the Japanese advance guard 
May 18 north of Fengwangcheng, in a 
mountainous district. The fight began in 
the morning and lasted until 2:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 

“The Japanese were successively dislodged 


‘from four positions, extending over fifteen 


miles. 

“The pursuit of the Japanese was stopped 
at Datiantsy, thirteen miles north of Feng- 
wangcheng. 

“ Our casualties were six Cossacks wound- 
ed, two horses killed, and eight horses 
wounded. 

Jap Armies Are Lost. 

There is no trace of the enemy in the val- 
ley of Tsanhoka, so far as the road leading 
to the Tchangouline pass, eighteen miles 
Sorth of Fengwangcheng, or in the valley 
of the Ai river from Saimatsa to Kuandian- 
San on the road to Dounsianlintsa. 

“A squadron of Japanese cavalry which 
left Kiandiansan on May 17 for Saimatsa 
Was repulsed by one of our patrols at Schao- 
€0, twelve miles from Kiandiansan. The 
patrol retired without loss. 

Japanese infantry 2,000 strong advanced 
May 15 towards Salitszaipudza, which was 
evacuated May 16.“ 


Advance on Mukden Checked. 

Following on the heels of the news of the 
disaster to the Japanese fleet, the general 
statt today received Official advices of the 
deteat of the Japanese force 
Marching northward from Fengwangcheng 
for the purpose of executing a fiank move- 
ment on Mukden. It is clear that in order 
tO save themselves from destruction the 
Japanese were compelled to retreat.towards 
Fengwangcheng. 

Since Gen. Kuroki sent a column north- 
ward to gain the road leading directly west 
from Mukden Gen. Kouropatkin has kept it 
under the closet surveillance, awaiting the 
moment when it should be so distant from 
the main Japanese army as to prevent its 
easy reinforcement. In observing lis plan 
the Russians withdrew, and the Japanese 
not finding a strong force of the enemy be- 


fore them continued to advance. 


Cossacks Turn the Trick. 

‘When the time for action came Gen. Kou- 
ropatkin let Gen. Rennenkampff loose from 
the leash. Gen. Rennenkampff had under 
his command only a few regiments, but they 
Were the flower of the Cossack cavalry. On 
May 18 he fell on the enemy, whose number 
has not yet been revealed, with such vigor 
as to compel the Japanese retirement twelve 
miles toward the base, near enough, it is pre- 
sumed, to have receiVed reinforcements from 
Gen. Kuroki, who must immediately have 
been advised of the awkward predicament. 

Apprehension of Rennenkampff’s Cossacks 
hovering north, the authorities say, may ex- 
Plain the cautious action of Gen. Kuroki in 
establishing a strong base at Fengwang- 
cheng and halting the column which was 
marching on Haichong. It may also be a 
solution of the mystery of Newchwang, 
which at first was reported to have been evac- 
vated, and which is now said to have been 
reoccupied by the Russians, for H Kuroki 
has definitely stopped his westward move- 
ment, Kouropatkin could safely continue to 
hold it without danger of the occupying force 
being. cut off. 


RUSSIAN PRAISE FOR JAPS. 


Escaped Prisoners Declare That Wound- 
ed in Enemy’s Camp Are Treated 
with the Greatest Humanity. 


LIAOYANG, May 20.—Two slightly wound- 
ed Russian prisoners who escaped from the 
Japanese camp after the battle of Kiulien- 
cheng have arrived here. They state that 
the Japanese are treating their wounded 
prisoners with the greatest humanity. 

Dr. Svaitsoff, who was made a prisoner 
While attending the wounded on the field, 
Was asked by the Japanese to continue his 
work, the promise being made him that he 
should be set free when the wounded had 
recovered W to no longer need his 
services. 

The Japanese, knowing that the Russians 
Were not used to Japanese food, asked the 
Russian officers who were captured to super- 
Mise the cooking for the Russian wounded.

RUSSIANS REPORT 
ON JAP DISASTER. 
Battleship Sinks in Full View 
of Czar’s Officers at Port 
Arthur. 


ONE MINE NOT ENOUGH. 


Warship, Only Disabled by First 
Explosion, Might Have 
Been Sa ved.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 20.—It is a strik- 

ing fact, highly creditable to the Russians, 
that no word of exultation is heard over 
Japan's naval catastrophe. On the contrary, 
the only paper that pays any special notice 
to it, the Viedomosti, writes with evident 
feeling of sorrow over the loss of the lives of 
so many brave men. 

The first details of the disaster received 
here come from Viceroy Alexieff, who tele- 
graphs a report sent to him by courier from 
Rear Admiral Wittesoeft, who witnessed the 
disaster from Golden hill; at Port Arthur. 
The report follows: 

“Three of the enemy's battleships and 
three cruisers appedred to the east on the 
morning of May 15. Their movements were 
watched from Liaotishan and Golden hill. 
After crossing the meridian of Port Arthur 
this squadron turned eastward and appeared 


to be getting into battle formation, then an 


explosion was observed under the third bat- 
tleship, which was of the Juji type. The 
ironclad stopped, heeled over to starboard, 
and began to sink by the bow, sending up a 
quantity of steam. 

“Two cruisers immediately approached 
and it was observed from Golden hill that 
they lowered boats, after which the battle- 
ship gradually righted itself and appeared to 
recover from the injury. 


‘Sinks After Second Explosion. 

„At that minute another three funneled 
battleship of the Shikishima type ap- 
proached the scene of the accident, and a 
mine exploded under its midship section, 
causing a similar explosion to that which 
occurred in the case of the battleship Petro- 
paviovsk. In the course of one minute it 
sank. 

“The third ironclad put out to sea, the 
cruisers remaining on the scene of the disas- 
ter. 

28. sent sixteen torpedo boats to harass 
the enemy, and, should a favorable opportun- 
ity present itself, to attack the ships sepa- 


rately. 
Russians Decline Battle. 

“The cruiser Novik went out to the pas- 
sage in order if necessary to support the 
torpedo boats, but the cruisers got up steam 
at this juncture and drew in towards the 
shore. 

“The Japanese cruisers opened fire with 
all their heavy guns on the rp ead boats, 
but the latter returned to port without loss. 

“The damaged ironclad then disappeared 
below the horizon with the attendant cruis- 
ers, escaping from the pursuit of our flo- 
tilla. 

In the meantime night had fallen, the 
wind had freshened, and there was a rough 
sea. 

On the morning of May 16 three torpedo 
boats approached the scene of the disaster. 


‘I sent the Novik against them and they put 


out to sea. 

„ The ship which blew up in Kerr bay evi- 
dently was a cruiser, judging by its funnels 
and fig ting tops, which are visible at low 


water. 
Togo’s Official Report. 

TOKIO,’ May 20.—Vice Admiral Togo's full 
report of the disaster to the Hatsuse is as 
follows: 

It is regrettable to have to report a third 
misfortune. At 5 o’clock Sunday morning I 
received a wireless message from Rear Ad- 
miral Dewa saying that on that day at 5 
o'clock in the morning while returning from 
the work of blocking Port Arthur, he en- 
countered a dense fog north of the Shantung 


port stern of the Yeshino, which was sunk. 
Boats from the Kasuga saved ninety of the 
crew. The dense fog still continues. 


Hatsuse Strikes Two Mines. 

This has been a most unfortunate day for 
our navy. While the fleet was watching the 
enemy off Port Arthur the Hatsuse struck 
one of the enemy’s mines and the rudder was 
damaged. It sent a message fora ship to tow 
it, which was being sent, when another 
message brought the lamentable report that 
the Hatsuse had struck another mine and 
immediately began to sink. 

»The Hatsuse then was ten knots off Liao- 
tishan promontory. No enemy was in sight. 
It must have been a mine or a submarine 
boat. Three hundred of the officers and crew 
were saved. The Hatsuse sank in thirty 
minutes. While sinking sixteen of the 
cnemy’s torpedo craft appeared and were 
driven off. 

Our fleet report is vague on account of the 
fact that some of the messages were received 
by wireless telegraphy.”’ 

Many Officers Are Lost. 

The loss of life incurred by the sinking of 
the cruiser Yoshino included Capt. Sayeki, 
Commander Hirowateria, three first lleu- 
tenants, five second lieutenants, five mid- 
shipmen, paymaster, surgeon, three en- 
gineer’s cadets, and efght boatswain mates. 
Of the crew the number of those lost is un- 
known. 

Those who went down with the battleship 
Hatsuse when it foundered were Command- 
er Tsukamoto, Commander Viscount Nire, 
Commander Arimori, five second lieuten- 
ants, five subengineers, two surgeons, six 
midshipmen, four cadet engineers, and ten 
noncommissioned officers. It is not known 
yet in this case how many of the men per- 
ished. 

The report that the battleship Shikishima 
was damaged and the waren Fuji sunk 
is denied here.

CZAR LOSES 300 IN FIGHT. 


RUSSIANS DEFEATED IN BATTLE 
NEAR KINCHOU. 


Official Reports Received at Tokio In- 
dicate That the Japanese Opera- 
tions North of Port Arthur Are Suc- 
cessful in the Face of Stabborn Op- 
position—In One Fight the Enemy 
Leaves Thirty Officers and Men Dead 


on the Field. 


TOKIO, May 20.—The Russians lost 300 


killed and wounded in the fight near Kin- 
chou, on the Liaotung peninsula, on May 16. 
The Russian troops consisted of the Fifth, 
Fourteenth, and Sixteenth sharpshooters, 
with eight quick firing guns. They left on 
the field thirty dead officers and men. Ac- 
cording to the prisoners, the enemy’s casual- 
tles were over 300. 

A Russian captured during the fight re- 
ports that the enemy on the Kinchou penin- 
sula consists of theemajority of the Fourth 
Infantry division and all of the Seventh In- 
fantry division. 

The prisoner adds that one Japanese naval 


officer and thirty men are prisoners at Port 


Arthur. They are survivors of the last block- 
ing operation. 

The following official report of another 
engagement has also been issued here: 


“A section of infantry of the Liaotung 
‘forces went in the direction of Shanchusan 
to reconnoiter and met two sections of Rus- 
sian infantry. The Russians were repulsed 


in thirty minutes. Our casualties were one 
officer and four men killed and one officer and 


eight men wounded. The Russian casualties 


were one officer and forty to fifty men killed. 


ALL RUSSIAN PORTS TO BE FREE 


Czar Will Open Pacific Harbors to Trade 
of the World as a War 
Measure.

TOKIO, May 21, 10 a. m.—A trustworthy | 
report has been received at imperial head- 
quarters that the Russian cruiser Bogatyr 


ran ashore outside of Vladivostok in a heavy 
fog and was destroyed. 


The report of the groundieg of the cruiser 
Bogatyr came last night from the St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of a Paris newspaper 
and was denied by the Russian admiralty. 
A cable from Vladivostok today makes no 
‘allusion to the Bogatyr, and reported all 


quiet there. 


ANARCHISTS TO FORFEIT LIFE. 


Two Convicted of Killing Artillery Of- 
ficer and Wounding Others Sen- 
tenced to Death at Liege. 


LIEGE, Belgium, May 20.—Two anarchists 
named Lambkin and Gudefin, charged with 
participation in the placing of an infernal 
machine outside the residence of Commis- 
sioner of Police Laurent on March 18, killing 
Maj. Papin, an artillery officer, wounding 
half a dozen other persons, and wrecking 
the house, were today sentenced to death. 
Their accomplice, an anarchist named Hou- 
tet, was sentenced to penal servitude for life. 


CRUISER BOGATYR NOT HURT. 


Russian Admiralty Denies Rumor of 
Disaster to a Warship of the 
Viadivostok Squadron. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 20,—The admi- 
ralty states that there is no foundation for 
the report that the crulser Bogatyr has been 
destroyed. The squadron, the admiralty as- 
serts, is intact at Viadivostok. 


NOTES FROM FOREIGN LANDS. 


BRUSSELS—King Leopold has suddenly dissolved 


his partnership with the American syndicate on 
the construction of the Hankow-Canton railway, 
after acquiring a majority of the shares from the 
original shareholders.

RADIOM KEBPS BARTH HOT 


ENGLISH SCIENTIST ATTACKS 
. MOLTEN MASS THEORY. 

Prot. Ernest Rutherford, in Lecture 
Before the British Royal Institute, 
Advances the Proposition That 
There Is Enough of the Mysteriously 
Fascinating Element in the Interior 
of the Planet te Keep It Warm 
Through the Ages. |

LONDON, May 21, 3 a. m.—Is the heat of 

the earth due not to the fact that it is a 
molten mass which has been slowly cooling. 
for millions of years, but the presence in it 
of that mysteriously fascinating element, 
radium? Prof. Ernest Rutherford, a young 
but already distinguished pupil of Prof. J. 
J. Thomson of Cambridge, who first meas- 
ured the mass and velocity of radium's elec- 
trons, threw out the latter suggestion in a 
lecture before the Royal institute last night. 


Questions Lord Kelvin's Figures. 

Lord Kelvin, he said, had calculated that, 
assuming the earth to be a molten mass when 
it first started on its own career, it would 
take 100,000,000 of years to cool down to its 
present temperature, but, added the lecturer, 
inclining his head towagds the gray headed 
scientists who were present, Lord Kelvin had 
shown a prophetic insight when he added, 
provided a new source of heat is not dis- 
covered.“ 

Mr. Rutherford thought that radium was 
proved to be in sufficient quantities in the 
earth to supply a new theory as to the source 
of the earth’s heat, so that we should not 
require the many millions of years which 
geologists and trologists had reasoned out 
as the time taken in the cooling process be- 
fore life on the globe was possible. 


Theory Startles Scientists._ 

This startling new theory was ventured 
modestly and was not discussed after the 
lecture, but the scientists went away greatly 
interested in a proposition which in effect 
means a reconstruction of the hitherto ac- 
cepted facts. 

The Daily Mail points out that Mr. Ruther- 
ford’s calculation leads to the conclusion 
that the earth may have been habitable for 
many millions of years. It further upsets 
all accepted theories as to the duration of life, 
since a millionth portion of radium only ex- 
hausts itself in 50,000,000 years.

J do not consider the deadlock an un- 
hopeful thing for the republican party of 
Illinois.

Rising Sun, Ind., May 20.—[Special.]—Sen- 
sational reports were circulated tonight that 
evidence will be introduced to show that one 
of the defendants other than James Gillespie 
was the one who fired the shot that killed 
Elizabeth Gillespie. The four defendants 
will testify tomorrow. It is predicted the 
case will not be given to the jury until next 
Wednesday. James Gillespie had an attack 
of heart trouble today and his brother, Dr. 
Gillespie, prescribed for him. 

The chief Witness today was Dr. William 
Gillespie of Cincinnati. He gave experiments 
before the jury intended to show that the 
murder was not committed with James Gi!- 
lespie’s sixteen gauge shotgun. He dwelt 
at length on the family feud. 


Denies Striking Victim. 

On cross examination Dr. Gillespie denied 
that Elizabeth had left his house in anger 
a few months ago because he had struck ner 
during a quarrel.

TOWNS SWEPT BY FLOOD, 


CLOUDBURST IN COLORADO DOES 
MUCH DAMAGE. 


Torrent and Villages Near Fort Col- 
lins Are Devastated—Russian Colony 
of Six Hundred Persons Is Scattered 
and It Is Feared That Many Lives 
Will Be Lest—Six Drowned in W- 
oming. 


Denver, Colo., May 20.—A cloudburst at the 
head of the Cache la Poudre river caused 
that stream to overflow its banks, and re- 
ports received here indicate that four villages 
have been partly destroyed. 

The dam which holds the water of Liv- 
ingston lake, sixty-five miles above Fort Col- 
lins, broke and added to the volumeof water 
which swept down fhe Cache la Poudre. 
practically wiping out the towns of Liver- 
more and La Porte, fourteen and three miles 
above Fort Collins, and damaging.the towns 
of Belleview and Wellington. 


Fort Collins Suffers. 


Five iron wagon bridges and two railroad 
bridges in the vicinity of Fort Collins have 
been swept away and two miles of the Colo- 
rado and Southern tracks washed out. 

The water system of the city of Fort Col- 
lins has been seriously damaged and all of 
the irrigation canals and ditches badly 
washed. Twelve big reservoirs along the 
Cache le Poudre are threatened with destruc- 


tion. 
Russian Colony Wiped Out. 


The Russian colony at Fort’ Collins con- 

sisted of 600 people. About half of them 
succeeded in getting out of their houses 
before the flood was upon them. The re- 
mainder, however, are tonight in a perilous 
position. 

It is definitely known that two lives have 
been lost and fears are entertained for the 
safety of Chris Mason, his wife, and five 
children, who live in the bottoms a half 
mile above Fort Collins. . 


Six Drowned on Crow River. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., May 20.—The Crow river, 
which runs through Cheyenne, is running 
bank full as a result of heavy rains today- 
From eight to twelve miles of the main line 
of the Union Pacific railroad and several 
miles of the roadbed of the Colorado and 
Southern road have been washed out. Six 
persons are known to have been drowned 
Besides these many persons are missing.

U. S. NOT LAND HUNGRY: 


Mr. Roosevelt Emphasizes Faci. 
That Island's Liberty Is in 
Her Own Keeping.

New York, May 20.— [Special. ]—A telegram 
sent direct from President T. Estrada Palma 
in his palace at Havana and a letter from 
President Roosevelt were the chief features. 
of the celebration of the second anniversary 
of Cuban liberty at a banquet in the Waldorf 
Astoria this evening. Former Secretary 6 
War Elihu Root presided. 2 
Over a route by way of Richmond and Key 
West direct telegraphic communication had 
been established for the benefit of the ban- 
queters this evening. With an operater 
sitting at an instrument at either end, f 
Secretary Root held a conversation with the 
president of the Cuban republic. 4 

Mr. Root opened the speechmaking at thé 
banquet, and said, in part; : 

“The United States has interests in Cuba. 
One is of a commercial nature, a second of 
military interest, for Cuba must be an out- 
post of attack or an outpost of defense of the 
United States. With Cuba friendly and 
guarding the pathway to the isthmus, there 
can be no danger of foreign aggression, 
With Cuba unfriendly the United States 
robbed of her isolation. : 


In the World’s Pathway. 


“The recent reciprocity treaty, in thé 
larger view of the statesmen, looked for- 
ward to the years and the centuries to come, 
when the isthmus will become the pathway 
of the world. Then the question of the rela- 
tions between the United States and Cuba 
shall be the controlling question in deter 
mining the peace and prosperity of mankind 
not alone to Cuba and the United States bu 
to the world.“ 
After proposing a toast to the president of 
the United States; Mr. Root read a letter 
from President Roosevelt. The letter was 
in part as follows: — 

send my heartfelt greetings to thoss 
gathered to celebrate the second anniversary 
of the independence of Cuba. I wish it were 
possible to be present in person. I réjoicse 
in what Cuba has done and especially in the 
way in which for the last two years her 
people have showed their desire and ability 
to accept in a serious spirit the responsibili- 
ties that accompany freedom. Such a deter- 
mination is vital, for those unable or du. 
willing to shoulder the responsibility of using 
their liberty aright can never in the long 
run preserve such liberty. ‘ 


No Land Hunger Here. 

As for the United States, it must ever 
be a source of joy and gratitude to 
American citizens that they were enabled 
to play the part they did as regards Cuba. 
We freed Cuba from.tyranny; we then staid 
in the island untib we nad established civif 
order and laid the foundations for seif-gov- 
ernment and prosperity; we then made the 
island independent; and have since bénefited 
her inhabitants by making closer the com» 
mercial relations between us. 3 

I hail what has been done in Cuba not 
merely for its own sake but as shawing the 
purpose and desire of this nation towards 
all the nations south of us, It is not tru 
that the United States has any land h 
or entertains any projects‘as regards 6 
nations save such as are for their welfare.“

A year ago, while serving warrants at Wash- 
ington park, he says he was knocked down, 
kicked, and jumped on. 


Fears Return on a Stretcher. 

“We shall go to the track knowing that 
we will be compelled to fight, and may be 
beaten,” said Small last night. The men 
who guard such places have no scruples, and 
will try to send us back to Chicago on 
stretchers. I cannot have police protection, 
because the race track is out of police juris- 
diction, and in order to get assistance from 
the county I first must allow myself to be 
beaten.” 

Constable Small views his hard lot gloom- 
ily, the more so because his confréres in the 
constable business are reluctant to accom- 
pany him. They demand exorbitant fees, he 
says, and pester him with queries as to the 
identity of the individual “ behind the raid. 

This person is H. Walsh.“ says Consta- 
ble Small. Race track officials say H. 
Walsh may be a private reformer.” He 
may be E. E. Farley, who was ruled off the 
Detroit track for “ ringing,” and who con- 
ducted a crusade last year against bookmak- 
ers at Washington park and Harlem. He 
may be D. J. Lind, with a similar grudge.

Steel Mills Close; 1,200 Idle. 


Three furnaces were shut down and the 
plate mill was closed in the morning at the 
South Chicago plant of the Illinois Steel 
company, throwing 1,200 men out of work. 
The men were told to get the money due 
them on pay day, but not to return for work 
until notified. The company gave no hint as 
to how long the shutdown would last, but the 
workers believe it will be for a considerable 
period.. 

Two reasons are given for the action by 
the management of the mill. The company 
has few orders on hand, it is said, and no 
demand for the product of the plant is in 
sight. The second is found in the strike of 
the machinists and bricklayers, who have 
been out since the first of the year. When 
‘the company began cutting wages these 
workers walked out. It has been impossible 
to make needed repairs and the furnaces and 
machinery are declared to be in want ofa 
general overhauling. 


Notes of Labor Affairs. 


Business Agent J. J. Keppler of the machinists’ 
union said that if a satisfactory proposition is not 
received from the Chicago Metal Trades’ associa- 
tion before that time, the organization would 
call its members out Monday morning. The reply 
of the association will be given to the union offi- 
clals today. 

The demand of John O’Brien, president of the 
bartenders’ union, that union members be em- 
ployed at the Hawthorne racetrack bar, was re- 
fused by the management. The union asked that 
the wages be $3.50 a day. Last year the union 
failed to secure an agreement from the track 
people. 

President Larry Curran of the freight 
handlers’ union will tell the members tomorrow 
night what wages they should ask, on June 1, and 
how they should proceed to get them. The meet- 
ing will be held in Aufora hall, Milwaukee avenue 
and Huron street.

CHORGHES SEEK A UNION, 


OVERTURES BY PRESBYTERIANS 
TO SOUTHERN ASSEMBLY. 


After a Sensational Discussion the Gen- 
eral Assembly, in Session at Buffalo, 
Postpones Debate on Proposed Mer- 
ger Until After the Result of the 
Deliberations of the Cumberland 
Branch Is Learned — Evangelistic 

Work Enthuses the Delegates. 


[BY THE REV. 8. 8. GILSON. ! 

Buffalo, N. Y., May 20.—[{Special.}]—The 
two most inflammable subjects to come be- 
fore the Presbyterian general assembly were 
“unexpectedly introduced today amidst great 
excitement. The matter of union with the 
Cumberland Presbyterian church was 
sprung in a motion to fix the time for the 
discussion next Thursday. | 

The opponents of union, led by Dr. John 


Fox of the Bible Society of -New York, at } 


once insisted on opening the debate next 
Monday morning. Stated Clerk Dr. William 
Roberts, chairman of the committee on 
union, insisted on waiting to see the result 
of the discussion now taking place in the 
Cumberland Presbyterian assembly. The 
sparks flew and after considerable discus- 
sion, in which leading men on both sides took 
part, Dr. Roberts carried his motion post- 
poning the debate. 


Southern Church Overtures. - 

It was a still more surprising and exciting 
scene when the subject of union with the 
southern Presbyterians was precipitated on 
the assembly. It was done by the Rev. Dr. 
Teunis Z. Hamlin of Washington, D. C., a 
cousin of the late Vice President Hamlin, 
who introduced a resolution proposing to re- 
tract al aspersions made by previous general 
assemblies on the Christian character of the 
Southern Presbyterian church, and wanting 
it transmitted at once to the southern as- 
sembly at Mobile, Ala. It at once brought 
on a warm discussion. 

President Patton of Princeton wanted the 
resolution adopted on the spot.” Judge 
Robert N. Willson of Philadelphia wanted 
the resolution referred to the committee on 
bills and overtures. The Rev. Dr. John H. 
Walker of Ohio insisted that this assembly 
could not take back the action of previous 
assemblies. 

Dr. Hamlin spoke several times, and after 
long discussion the resolution was passed 
amid excitement and applause with but one 
dissenting vote, the assembly singing Blest 
Be the Tie that Binds.’’ This result is in- 
terpreted to mean that the action in favor of 
union with the Cumberland Presbyterians 
and Reformed Presbyterians will be adopted 
by à like vote. 


Evangelistic Work of the Church. 


The assembly is manifestly determined not 
to stand on technicalities or hair splitting 
distinctions. John H. Converse, president of 
the Baldwin locomotive works of Philadet- 
phia, who has given $1,000,000 to the work, 
spoke on evangelistic work, enthusing the 
assembly by his address. Otker addresses 
were made by former Moderator Dr. Robert 
F. Coyle of Denver, the Rev. Dr. John Hill 
of Portland. and Dr. Chapman of Chicago. 
Moderator Henry received almost 100 tele- 
grams of congratulation today from all 
parts of the United States. Owing largely 
to the Pittsburg and Chicago delegations the 
assembly will hold its next meeting at Wi- 
nona, Ind., which will make the third meet- 
ing of the assembly on these grounds. Louis 
H. Severance of the Standard Oil company 
of Cleveland, who gave $75,000 to Wooster 
university last year, was appointed vice mod- 
erator of the assembly, and occupied the 
chair today. j

One Bishop Out of Eight Remains 
to Be Elected and Result of 
Ballot Is in Doubt. 


_ y (BY THE REV. CHARLES M. STUART.) 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 20.—[Special. }—The 
committee on temperance of the Methodist 
general conference has developed an unex- 
pected division of opinion. A subcommittee. 
was appointed to prepare a general declara- 
tion to be adopted as the deliverance of the 
church on the whole subject of temperance 
and prohibition, 

The chairman of the subcommittee is Dr. 
J. G. Evans of central Illinois, who prepared 
a report. This report was exceedingly tem- 
perate in tone, and to that extent failed of 
commending itself to those of the conference 
holding more pronounced views. 

Various attempts were made at amending 


it, and finally a substitute wag proposed, | 


which, after much discussion, was adopted. 


Paragraph Which Caused Split. 

The debated paragraph is as follows: 

“It is not the province of the church to 
control the suffrages of her members, but it 
is her province to teach great moral prin- 
ciples, and to this end we utter our profound 
conviction that no Christian should sustain 
a political party committed to the license 


policy, 

A political party that dares not defy the 
saloon does not deserve the support of the 
church. A party in which manly Christian 
opposition to a corrupt and dangerous traflic 
is a bar to promotion cannot be consistently 
supported by a Christian voter. But the 
foregoing must not be considered as in the 
interest of any political party.“ 

After the adoption of the clause the mi-. 
nority discovered that the views expressed 
committed themtoomuch. They immediate- 
ly got together and determined upon secur- 
ing a reconsideration and an amendment, 


Minority Idea of Expression. 

If they fail in this, then they propose a 
minority report. This is the deliverance 
which they favor. 

It is not the province of the church to con- 
trol the suffrage of her members, but it is 
her province to teach great moral principles. 
Hence we deem it our high privilege to advise 
concerning this far reaching issue. We view 
with increasing indignation the bold at- 
tempts of the liquor oligarchy to control po- 
litical parties and legislation for the legal 
intrenchment and continuance of the nefari- 
ous traffic in intoxicants. ¢ 

We unqualifiedly affirm that the saloon 
cannot be legalized without sin. We there- 
fore affirm that the Christian voter at every 
opportunity should use both his ballot and 
influence. in favor of men and measures that 
promote the prohibition of the liquor traffic in 
any locality.” 

It may be fairly doubted whether so mild 
a deliverance will prevail either in the com- 
mittee or in the conference. It is almost cer- 
tain that the ministers will contend for the 
strongest statement possible, and it is just 
about as certain that the laymen, in view of 
the impending presidential campaign, will 
favor the lost noncommittal. 


Educational Report Is Pointed. 


The committee on education succeeded in 
adopting a general deliverance on the sub- 
ject of alleged héretical teaching in the 
theological seminaries. The report says: 
There is no sufficient foundation for 
the allegations that certain of our theolog- 
ical schools are disloyal to the doctrinal 
standards of our church, but recognizing the 
prevalent unrest among the people especi- 
ally with regard to critical views about the 
bible, it is recommended to the bishops that 
they exercise special care in the nomina- 
tiog and confirmation of theological pro- 
fessors and in case specific charges are made 
against any teacher to Initiate an investiga- 
tion by members of the episcopal board.”’ 


Mild Rebuke for Bishops. 


There is an implied rebuke in the para- 
graph which urges the bishops to strive dili- 
gently to allay all undue irritation upon this 
subject and to maintain and set forward 
quietness, love, and peace among all men. It 
is notorious that some members of the board 
with the best intention in the world have 
written and spoken on the subject of higher 
criticism, which produced neither quietness, 
nor love, nor peace. 

There is no probability that this report will 
pass without debate. There are too many 
persons in the conference who feel strongly 
on the subject and who are convinced that 
there must be no compromise with the crisis. 


One Bishopric in Doubt. 


When the conference adjourned at 6 o’clock 
this evening seven of the eight bishops to be 
elected had been chosen and the eleventh 
ballot, taken just before adjournment, it 
is believed, has resulted in the election of the 
eighth. The list of bishops thus far chosen 
follows: 

Joseph F. Berry of Chicago, Henry F. Spell- 
meyer of Newark, N. J.; William F. Mac- 
Dowell of New York, James W. Bashford of 
Delaware, O.; William Burt of Rome, Italy; 
Luther B. Wliison of Baltimore, and Thomas 
B. Neeley of Philadelphia. 


Last Contest Is Close. 

The tenth ballot was taken just before ad- 
journment this evening and resulted in no 
election, Dr. J. R. Day received the highest 
number of ballots—311 out of a total of 706 
cast, 471 being necessary to a choice. This 
showed Day a loss of 30 votes, having polled 
350 in the ninth. 

The election of the eighth bishop is now 
thought to lie between Dr. Day and Dr. R. J. 
Cooke of Chattanooga, with the chances fa- 
voring the latter.

Police Raid a “Growler Gang“ and Re- 
cover Jéwels Worth Thousands 
Stolen from Gen. De Peyster. 


Albany, N. Y., May 20:—The sensational re- 
sults of raids by the Albany police upon a 
resort in South Lansing street, intended to 
break up a “ growler gang.“ were believed 
until tonight to afford a sequel to the recent 


mysterious raid upon the family tomb on 


the old Livingston estate below Hudson. 
A collection of jewelry of intrinsic value, 
running into many thousands of dollars, and 


of priceless value as heirlooms, was found 


‘upon the person of Thomas King. 

The arrival ef Chief of Police Maloy of 
Tivoli-on-Hudson swept away the tomb rob- 
bery theory, but brought to light the fact 
that the family residence of Gen. Frederic 
De Peyster was looted Monday night. Chief 
Maloy identified practically all of the booty 

The loot recovered includes 200 or 300 ar- 
ticles, most of them marked with names, 
monograms, or initials of the De Peyster and 
Livingston families, which intermarried, or 
with those of ancestors. 

In addition to these the police have found 
in the local pawnshops a number of valua- 
ble articles. Some of the articles had been 
pawned for 50 cents and 51. A diamond’ 
brooch brought $2: 

The prisoners have been sent to the pe 
tentiary on charges of vagrancy for thirty 
days pending investigation.

When Kouropatkin 
went to St. Petersburg in 1898 as minister 
of war he must have felt that he had been

AN UNHEEDED PROTEST. 
Admiral Robley D. Evans’ contention that 
an American warship has a right to go up 
a Chinese river to places situated on it 
where Americans are allowed to live and do 
business is upheld by the state department 
and should be conceded by the Chinese gov- 
ernment, not as a special favor to the United 
States but because of its reasonableness. 
The admiral sent one of his gunboats up 
the Yangtsekiang river to Nanchang, far in 
the interior, to get information about his 
countrymen who were residing there and as- 
certain how they could best be aided in the 
event of an attack on foreigners by the 
natives.

fistedness of King Leopold was brought out 
during the recent legal proceedings institated 
against bim by his daughter Stephanie, when 
it was shown that the small souvenirs in the 
shape of trinkets, miniatures, and bric-&-brac 
bequeathed by the late Queen Henriette to 
her ladies and gentlemen in waiting, and to 
her attendants, some of whom had been in 
her service for a quarter of a century or 
more, were not handed over to them until 
they had paid the regular succession duties 
on them, which in no case amounted to more 
than a few dollars. When remonstrated 
with on the subject Leopold explained that he 
could not as king encourage a disregard of 
the revenue laws by dispensing the legatecs 
from the payment of the tax, while it did 
not apparently occur to him that in common 
decency he should have defrayed the amount 
himself.

Sir Joseph Hoare, who has just died, held 
one of the three baronetcies in the possession 
of the family of well known London bank- 
ers bearing his name. He took no active 
share in the business, which has its head- 
quarters in Fleet street, and which still re- 
tains, hanging over its entrance there, the 
sign of The Leather Bottle,“ which dates 
from the eighteenth century, when London's 
streets were still unnumbered, and when the 
leading bankers and merchants had their dis- 
tinguishing signs. The banking house is 
considerably.over 200 years old, and the fam- 
ily, which hailed originally from Ireland, 
founded, I believe, by one of Cromwell's 
soldiers, was, at any rate until the early part 
of last century, Quaker. 

Sir Joseph Hoare is succeeded in his honors 
and estates by his son Sydney as sixth baro- 
net of his line, the other two baronetcies of 
the family being held by Sir Samuel Hoare 
of Sidestrand Hall, Norfolk, and Sir Henry 
Moare of Stourhead. Stourhead is a mag- 
nificent place in Wiltshire, and although 
partly destroyed by fire some years ago has 
now been entirely restored in keeping with 
the original designs of the mansion. The 
latter is a massive building in the Italian 
style, occupying the site of a Saxon castle, 
of which some traces survive, and that be- 
longed to the noble house of Stourton from 
the time of King Richard II. until the reign 
of King George I., when it was purchased 
by the Hoares, who built the present struct- 
ure. At the time of the fire most of the valu- 
able pictures and works of art were saved, 
but all the magnificent statuary brought to- 
gether by Sir Richard Hoare, the second of 
the Stourhead baronets, was destroyed.

The relations between Pius X. and the 
French government are going on from bad 
to worse. Since the visit of President Lou- 
bet to Rome the other day. which did so 
much to envenom the relations between 
them, the pontiff announced his intention 
of sending Cardinal Vincent Vannutelli to 
France on a mission of ecclesiastical inspec- 
tion and visitation, with a view to reporting 
to him in person the true condition of af- 
fairs, both as regards the relations of the 
French hierarchy and clergy with the state, 
and also on thé subject of ecclesiastical ad- 
ministration in France. 

On learning of this. the French govern- 
ment immediately notified the holy father 
that on no account would Cardinal Vannu- 
telli be permitted to carry out any such vis- 
itatfon and inspection on behalf of his holl- 
ness, and drew his attention to the fact that 
the stipulations of the concordat, or treaty, 
regulating the intercourse between the vat- 
ican and the French government and be- 
tween the latter and the French church ex- 
plicitly state that no papal nuncio, delegate, 
or envoy shall exercise any kind of jurisdic- 
tion in France as regards either matters of 
spiritual or temporal affairs of the French 
church, the duty of the nuncios being re- 
stricted exclusively to carrying on of the 
diplomatic relations between the holy seat 
and the French government. 


So jealous is the French government about 
this that when during the reign of Napoleon 
III. the papal nuncio, Prince Chigi, and 
later on during the early years of the third 
republic the nuncio, Ferrata, took upon 
themselves to address circular letters to the 
French bishops and archbishops, they were 
at once called to book, and were compelled, 
under threats of being given their passports 
and sent out of the country, at once to with- 
draw their circulars. 

Should Cardinal Vanhutelli venture to at- 
tempt the fulfillment of the mission of vis- 
itation intfusted to him by the pope in 
France he is quite as likely as not to be for- 
cibly expelled from French territory by or- 
ders of Prime Minister Combes, who, having 
been formerly an abbé, is, Ike most of those 
who have deserted the church, intensely bit- 
ter against it, losing no opportunity to sub- 
ject it to demonstrations of hostility. 

What has rendered the French govern- 
ment still more irritated against the vatican 
about this matter is that Pope Pius X. should 
have chosen, of all the members of the sacred 
college, precisely Cardinal Vincent Vannu- 
telli, who has within the last few months ac- 
cepted the role of protector of a league 
formed in France for the defense of the vari- 
pus religious Interests there against the 
state.

An odd and awkward mistake, due to the 
ignorance in England of the conditions at 
the smaller courts of Germany, has just been 
set right. Quite a number of years ago 
Prince Louis of Bavaria received on the oc- 
casion-of a visit to London the grand cross 
of the order of Bath. Through some con- 
fusion the officials of the order got it into 
their heads that Prince Louis and his father, 
the old prince regent, were identical, and it 
has been as Luitpold; regent of Bavaria, 
that Prince Louis has figured until now on 
the roster of the order in all official works 
of reference. 

Now, however, King Edward has set the 
matter right by conferring the grand cross 
of the order of the Bath on the old prince 
regent himself, and Reginald Tower, who 
was for so many years at the British em- 
bassy at Washington, and who is now Eng- 
lish minister at Munich, solemnly presented 
the insignia to the venerable regent last 
week at an audience accorded to him for 
the purpose.

The emperor of Austria has abandoned 
his visit to England this summer on the ad- 
vice of his physicians, which would seem to 
indicate that his health has become more 
frail than has until now been generally ad- 
mitted.

ARGARET POTTER BLACK has be- 
come once more, for literary pur- 

poses, Margaret Horton Potter, even 
as she was in the days before she 
married Mr. Donald Black, and she 
hae written a strong and curious book called 
“THE FLAME GATHERERS.” It is a 
grave and almost formidable work. It ap- 
pears in an unusual form, being divided in 
two parts, which have an extraordinary re- 
lation one to the other, the relation not be- 
ing that of a continuous story.

It is dedicated with quite splendid assur- 
ance to Gerhardt Hauptmann, and the best 
part of all this is that Gerhardt Hauptmanh 
cannot but be interested in it. For it deals 
with the mystery of the human soul, and it 
is written with conviction, and, one might al- 
most say, with passion. She has ventured to 
make part answer to the riddle,” and her 
answer is as good as that offered by any of 
the other warring ereeds.“ The reincarna- 
tion of the soul, gathering its store of joy 
or pain as it goes, is told here in an extraor- 
dinary way. The idea is, I feel almost sure, 
an original one. For in it the sinning lovers

But 
Margaret Potter chanced to have the imag- 
ination and the industry to embody in a novel 
of insight and scholarship that proud and 
melancholy boast: 

My name is Mahomet. I come from Yemen, - 

And my race is the race of Agra, 

Who must die if love they cherish! 

The heroine of the book is one who, living 
in what may be termed the jelly fish period 
of feminine existence, refused somehow to 
keep within the limits of her species. She 
emerged—with infinite pain and some super- 
fine joy, too—from the estate of jelly fishery, 
and was properly damned, of course! If the 
martyrdom of such as she had brought, in 
all these years, one least benefit to the In- 
dian woman, the mind could contemplate 
with more equanimity the suffering of a by- 
gone time. But still the Indian women grope, 
soulless by edict, frustrate from cradle 
to grave, seeking ever ‘for the rewards that 
the vanity and cruelty of man denfes to 
them. How, then, our lady mystics, ecstatic 
over some turbaned and venal prophet of 
the orient, can spend their time pothering 
and puttering with these attenuated and 
insidious philosophies, one cannot think. 

The orient has no message for women. In 
America lies her message—in the just, sane, 


revolting on the whole,’ And there comes 


the pitiless realization that it is not, in some 
respects, the representation of an archaic 
time, but a true statement of the life there 
today. (The Macmillan company.) 


Valentina Hawtry’s new novel is entitled 
“ PERRONELLBE,” that being the name of 
a valorous but unfortunate lady who lived 
in Paris in the fourteenth century. This lady 
was a degree beyond the jelly fish stage. 
Her husband even condescended tp beat her— 


and he must have recognized glimmerings 
,of intelligence, or he wouldn't have taken 
the trouble. She herself was unconscious- 
ly emergent. 


She wanted to be up and do- 
ing, and so she had a fatal escapade, which 
would have been disgusting if it hadn't been 
horribly pathetic. nd from living the life 
of the imprisoned wife among the bour- 
geoise, she fled to the bitter life of the servant 
among the common people. But somé inner 
sense, not labeled by her nor by any one, 
some rare essence of the soul, sustained her 
through all things—through her miserable 
marriage, through her days of shameful ex- 
lle, through the uttermost pangs of a moth- 
erhood that was accursed, and even through 
her complete capitulation to destiny's dis- 
cipline. And dimly, at the door of renunci- 
ation, joy is shadowed forth. 

The book is a fascinating one. The hero- 
ine has many sorrows, it is true, but she 
meets them with courage. She has that 
gallantry which has made the men and 
women of her nation magnificent in the hour 
of disaster and of death. She is vivacious, 
spectacular, witty, inquisitive, and eager. 
She could not have accepted life within four 
walls. She had to go abroad and encounter 
fate. 

The picture of life in old Paris is engag- 
ing, particularly that relating to the uni- 
versity and the students. And the char- 
acter drawing is quaint and individual. The 
town crier, the illuminator of manuscripts, 
his begging wife, the austere saint of a 
priest, the gossiping bourgeoise women, the 
imp of a student who must get his books by 
any means, the gentleman student, fire eat- 
ing but of the noblisse, with the follies and 
the magnificence of his class, are all worth 
knowing. The book has distinction. The 
author displays many eccentricities, but they 
are diverting. The proofreading is bad—a

Mrs. Wharton cannot fail 
to be adroit and clever. She has an acute 
consciousness of all the forms of domestic 
and marital unhappiness, and can portray 
banalities with a matchless precision. But 
after she is through, the thing-#tems not 
worth while—neither the time spent in writ- 
ing nor that devoted to reading the stories. 
And, above all, emphatically, not the time 
spent in living the lives thus portrayed. The 
people seem imitation people, and Mrs. Whar- 
ton's ingenuity cannot put them into the real 
world—into the ranks of actual men and 


women. For their interests, their sorrows,

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


May shorts put the price up to $1.01% in 
the.first half hour of trading, but found less 
difficulty in filling their wants than on the 
bulges éarlier in the week. So much cover- 
ing had been done the trade was noticeably 
smaller, and when scattered longs, per- 
ceiving this condition, concluded to realize, 
‘the market slipped back easily to 99c, the 
closing price of Thursday. There was a 
quick break late in the session to 97%c on 
rumors several lots of No. 1 northern wheat 
“would be brought down from Duluth all 
‘rail for delivery on May contracts, but on 
‘buying by Peavey and other early sellers 
there was a reaction to 99c at the close. Ar- 
rangements have been made by Peavey to 
bring some wheat down from Duluth, but 
figures as to the amount were not obtaina- 
ble. It was rumored another elevator inter- 
‘est had arranged to bring down 200,000 bu, 
‘but this could not be confirmed. It was 
“sald the early bulge in May made it possi- 
‘ble to bring wheat down all rail at a profit. 
Others figured that with cash wheat at Du- 
luth around 96c in store it would cost $1.08% 
to get it here by rail, or 2c above the high 
price for May. 


A Commercial West bulletin yesterday 
said: ©“ Seeding operations in Red river 
valley are backward, only 50 per cent of last 
year’s crop area having been seeded last 
Saturday night. This would perhaps be 
equivalent to 65 per cent of wheat acreage 
sown, possibly 70 per cent. A considerable 
percentage of land is unplowed, and this 
will go to barley, flax, or remain fallow. 
Outside of the valley wheat seeding prao- 
‘teally completed and plant making good 
start, but is late. This week has been favor- 
able for seeding in the valley, so that next 
Saturday night may find 75 per cent of wheat 
seeded in valley, possibly 80 per cent, which 
will represent about the maximum that will 
be seeded there this year.” 


A message to Bennett from Oklahoma City 
reported the Oklahoma Grain Dealers’ asso- 
clation estimated the wheat crop of Okla- 
homa and Indian terrftory at 18,000,000 bu, 
compared with 36,000,000 bu raised last year; 
the Kansas crop at 70,000,000 bu, compared 
with 80,000,000 bu; and the Texas crop at 
10,000,000 bu, as against a yield of 18,000,000 
bu in 1908. The Kansas bankers have larger 
hopes of the Kansas crop, for at a conven- 
tion at Wichita attended by 300 bankers from 
all parts of the state it is said they were 
unanimous in the belief the state would raise 
an immense crop of wheat, some of them ex- 
pecting as large a yield as the largest on 
record, if not still larger. 

A bear view of the local wheat market 
is thus expressed by W. S. Crosby: F Ordi- 
narily when a man buys anything he buys 
it first because he wants it; secondly, he 
buys it from a man who’ he believes can 
deliver the goods, and thirdly, he hopes he 
will deliver the goods. The present buyers 
of July wheat are the antithesis of this. 
They are buying something they don’t want: 
they are buying it because they believe the 
other man cannot deliver the goods, and 
they sincerely hope he won't be able to. This 
sort of buying often comes to grief. Harper 
and Leiter are only two of many instances.”’ 


The Modern Miller says: A further im- 
provement in condition of winter wheat crop 
is reported, and there is no deterioration even 
in the sections where the plant suffered most 
damage through winter killing and lack of 
moisture. Crop will be short in Ohio ley 
states, and in Michigan, Texag, and thé ter- 
ritories, but the yield promises to be better 
than the early estimates indicated.

Improvement bonds issued by the city au- 
thorities against local improvements have 
sold at 90, although they bear 6 per cent in- 
terest. Frequently the purchaser of the 
bonds sends his coupons to the city hall to 
collect interest, and has them returned with 
the indorsement, “ No funds.“ 

Street railroad securities have all shrunk 


| heavily, and investments in local stocks and 


other classes of securities coming under the 
classification of Chicago occasion disap- 
pointment to holders. Every holder of these 
securities becomes an enemy of Chicagp in- 
vestments. Instead, therefore, of the com- 
munity enjoying the good will of such in- 
vestors, the latter have only disparaging 
words for Chicago securities. 

Sales of street railroad shares and bonds 
on the local exchange reflect this pessimism. 
City Railway stock without any bonded in- 
debtedness, with necessarily a great future 
before it, and earning over 9 per cent on its 
capital stock, sells at 156. In the last month 
Chicago Edison shares dropped to 140. For 
street railroad bonds there is no demand. 

City Railway shares are now so low that 
they have attracted inquiry from some east- 
ern investors, who cannot understand why 
the stock should be at the present price. 
They are not accustomed to street railroad 
corporations and a municipal government 
being at war with each other in the manner 
that obtains in Chicago. They think that 
proper business capacity would render such 
a situation impossible,

interests have been buying it as opportunity 
offers.

Radicals in Organization Deciare the 
Avoidance of Race Suicide Is Less 
Important than Better Wages rqd 
Personal Liberty — Conservatives 

Laughed At When They Picad Cause 
of Mothers and Children—Secret Bal- 
lot Is Adhered To. | 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

St. Louis, Mo., May 20.—[Special.]—Presi- 
Gent Roosevelt’s cry of race suicide, raised in 
thé convention of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs today as an argument 


against unionization "’ of the working wom- 


en of America, was met by jeers and laugh- 
ter. Half the women in the great hall made 
audible protest against the plea for more 
wives, more mothers, more children. 

This spectacle was the climax of a bitter 
debate between the radical element in the 
convention, which stands for suffrage, wom- 
en’s trades unicns, and woman industrialism 
and the conservative element, which holds 
woman's sphere is confined by the four walls 
of home. 

Ohio Woman Urges Organizing. 

The debate which led to this demonstration 
followed a plea by Mrs. A. F. Perkins of 
Ohio to women to go back to their homes and 
unionize cooks. servant girls, seamstresses, 
hairdressers, and every woman with whom 
they come in contact. 

“Go home and tell every working woman 
you meet to organize,” urged Mrs. Perkins. 
„Get out dnd organise labor unions your- 
selves, get domestics together, organize them 
go they will de certain of getting better wages 
and better treatment. The domestic problem 
can be settled only by unionized kitchen 


Puts Home Above Bverything. 

Before Mrs. Perkins had resumed her seat 
dosen women belonging to the conserva- 
tive faction were clamoring for the floor. 
Mrs. Frederick Nathan of New York, the 
acting chairman, re Mrs. W. 8. Per- 
kins. of Kentucky. 

“The organizing of women is not half so 
important as the education of women fora 
special sphere of Ute,“ cried Mrs. Perkins 
at the top of her voice. ‘* God created wom- 
an for one thing—to make a home. Not one 
of these women who are earning $5 a. week in 
department stores and factories is qualified 
to make a home. They would not know 
where to begin. 


“What we ought to do is to establish. 


schools to educate these girls for their proper 
sphere. If they must work let them work 


. in homes. No domestic gets so small an 


amount as $5 a week because she gets her 
room and board free. Every house girl has 
a life of ease. The life of a factory girl is a 
life of endless drudgery and temptation. If 
women were trained for what they were cre- 
ate@ there would not be this talk about un- 
equai wages and insanitary homes. There 
would not be the sweatshops to abolish nor 
the child labor to eliminate because the men 
Would receive adequate living wages.“ 


Unions the Secret of Liberty. 


Miss Reiss, a radical, of Pennsylvania was 

recognized next. She urged that woman’s 
economical existence depended upon her or- 
ganized strength. 
Now is the time,” she said, “for the 
women of America to make a burning pro- 
test against the disgracefully small wages 
paid her sister in industrialism. Some of us, 
ft seems, loathe the thought of work. We 
o not realize that it is not a question with 
these girls whether they shall work or not, 
but whether they shall pay for the right to 
Sat and sleep with honestly made dollars. 
Hence the question is not work, but better 
eompensation for work.“ 


More Wives and Children Wanted. 
Miss Aiken of Indian territory said: 
What we want is more wives, better 


is more 
mothers, more children [laughter], and 


_ schools to educate these children to become 
home makers, wives, and mothers of high 


ideals. The cry of race suicide must be 
heard. It is a warning cry, vastly more im- 
portant than the cry to unionize.” 

The fight was getting warm, and the chair- 
man, to avert more bitter words, closed the 
Gebate with the gavel. : 

The entire morning session was consumed 
by the discussion of woman’s place in in- 
dustry. The first speaker was Mary Me- 
Dowell of Chicago and her subject was Or- 
ganization Among Working Women.“ 


Chicago Woman Starts Debate. 

Miss McDowell told her hearers that they 
owed their presence at the convention and 
every leisure hour they enjoy to the working 
women, whom she characterized their 
“ proxies in industry.“ It these women,“ 
she said, “ were not in industry, you wives 
and mothers would still be sitting at the spin- 
ning wheel at home. You would be spending 
every moment that you are not at the spin- 
ning wheel in the kitchen canning fruit and 
vegetables. You get almost everything you 


Wear and eat ready made. It is your duty to 


extend a helping hand to these women who 
are providing your leisure.” 
Mrs. Sarah Platt Decker, Denver, a presi- 
‘dential candidate, followed Miss McDowell 
and was accorded a most hearty greeting. 
The Colorado woman declared that the 
feminine voters of her state know how to 
keep house, how to rear children, how to go 
to church. She said there is no race suicide 
in Colorado. She urged that women do not 
ask to be elevated to a pedestal above man, 
but merely put on a level with men. 


Adhere to Secret Ballot. 


“The convention, after another clash be- 
tween radicals and conservatives, voted to 
comtinue the practice of electing officers by 
secret ballot instead of by a roll call of states. 

This morning the Illinois delegation elected 

Albert G. Lane of the West End club of 
Chicago a member of the nominating com- 
mittee, and instructed for Mrs. John D. Sher- 


man for recording secretary. 


The evening session was devoted to the dis- 
cussion of various phases of education. 
Jane Addams spoke on Education and De- 
mocracy,”’ Miss Elizabeth Harrison of Chi- 
cago spoke on “ Recent Progress in Educa- 
tion,”” and Miss M. Carry Thomas, president 
of Bryn Mawr college, spoke on ‘“‘ Educated 
Women in the Twentieth Century.“

ROLLY POLLY.—Make a rich biscuit 
dough as for shortcake. Roll half an inch 
thick, sprinkle with a layer of finely cut 
rhubarb, and cover thickly with sugar.
